completely in this area. Secondly the problem 
was that he just did not have an eye for business. They 
felt this would c >me in time but it just did not. Sales 
dropped and a couple of times they even had to dip into 
reserves. FRANK said over the years with the little 
excess in profits the book store has built up a reserve 
bank account upon which they can draw upon in emmergencies 
like when the book store was burned etc. or any other 
crises where they are runing into trouble. They had not

touched these reserves in years. All the years FRANK 
had the book store the reserve got bigger and bigger and 
yet twice 



they had to draw 



upon them. FRANK says now they are begining to build it 
back up and the store will be back on it feet again. Frenk 
says that in the old .days when the party was at its zenith 
the book store would do about 45 to 50%> of its business b7c 
with the. Part}' Clubs its self and that the overall gross 
of the book store was about $45,000 a year. .Now he says 
the overall gross of the book store is down to about 
$25,000 a year and the party business runs to about $250 to 
$200. a month in business. This includes party clubs and 
a couple of non-party groups that purchase books from the 
book store. As an example he gave for the month of November. 
Their were $203. sales to party arid non-party groups. 
$35.00 of this was to a non-party group, the UCLA DuBois 
Club, and the remainder was to party clubs. He said of the 
Party Clubs that do have accounts with the book store, that 
mesns people come to the store pick out books etc and take 
them to their clubs and they are sold on consignments. There 
are 19 groups -involved and one youth group. 17 other perty 
clubs and two party sections. A section person comes in 
and buys the literature or rather picks out the literature 
and then gives it to people in the different clubs in that 
sec ion and they show it to their clubs and its in turn- 
brought back to the book store. So in all perhaps 25 or 30 
party clubs get serviced by literature, while their are about 
60 party olubs in the city. So the first problem of this 



committee is to ^et every party club in the city to have 
a literature chairman who comes down to the book store and 
brings literature to the club meetings* The second problem 
would be to/.enlarge the amount of lit£rattirenthat is purchased 
by these pcrty clubs. - The third problem would be to get 
the progressive 3ook Shop covering other meetings around 
town where literature is on display, both big mass meetings 
and small forums, like the ACLU forums and the Peoples 
World forums. Another thing would be the new left school. 
They have had problems in the past with the New Left School 
in terms of books get taken and not paid for. So whatis 
wanted now is to have someone who would be responsible 
for literature at the New Left School. FRANK said that 
the Book Store would be willing to build any racks, do^r, 
locks or anything the New Left School would need on its 
literature room so that the literature could be locked up 
every night and while it was on displaj' during classes 
their would have to be someone who could watch it. It 
was felt that the New Left School would be an excellent 
place for the literature to be sold and desiminated. A 
project should be made to have someone to take care of

FRANK also said that two years 
ago he signed a contract with the Soviet Union. The 
Soviet Union Eook Dispurging Company and the Progressive 
Book Shop is an official outlet of Soviet Union publications, 
He says ha has a signed contract which is in the vrlt at the 
progressive Book Shop. He said this was done a couple 
years ago and the Soviets made two trips out here and they 
had discussions with a person from the Embassy and the 
contract was completed and the Progressive Book Store 
gets books from the Soviet Union at a very good price. 
FRAKK says that after speaking with his Dr f s again it 
appears he will be able to work for three or four years 
without any problems-.. So he will continue to work as 
Store manager until then and until they can find someone 
to replace him. They will not make the same mistakes they 
made in choosing

wealthy real estate interests have succeeded in pressuring various 
public officials into imposing curfew .laws and alleged illegal 
assembly laws in the past few weelcs where they have not been able to 
do so for the past 18 months to two years* EH2CHj2LTj urged all 
interested persona to attend a demonstration which will bo held 
December 10 at Pandora 1 s Box* 8118 Sunset B1t&*, L.a. to protest 
alleged police malpractices regarding youth on the Sunset^ Strip*

She demonstration was organised and called for by the ACLUf OOBKOHiair 
AC2I0N FOR FAC2S & PBBBBOH(C.A.F.P. ) and the proprxetor of Pandora's 
Box, AL MI2CHELB. 33ie primary purpose was to demonstrate against 




laws and illegal assembly laws. 



A large number of persons began to congregate abound Pandora's Box 
around 9 p.m. Shis number grew to at least 1000 by 9*o0. At tnis 
time, a loud speaker system was set up and directed by Ait KLTGntaJ** 

Various persons carrying placards began marching west on Sunset Blvd. 
to Boheny. 3?hey then turned around and returned to Pandora's Box. 
£he placards stated that they were protesting various conditions 
existing now on the Sunset Strip re police practices. Some of 
these signs called the LAPB "Blue Fascists" and asked for an end 
to the carrying of billy clubs and police harassment ox teenagers. 
During the time these persons were marching, various persons gave 
their views and comments over the lout speaker. 

Present in the audience were a large number of persons .who were wearing 
armbands with letters «ACLB« - they were observers of the ACLU attempt- 
ing to determine what was going on on the Sunset Strip. 
Another group present was OGHHOHIK ACHOH FOR FACTS & .FRKEBCMCC.A.F.P. 
2hey elso wore* arm bands and were acting as observers to the activities 
taking place during the evening. ■ 



Comments continued from the loud speaker alleging police malpractice 
and asserting the rights of teenagers to be on the Strip at any 
time they v/ished - for approximately 2 to 2& hours* 

.After 11 p.m., AL MITCHELL announced that the formal demonstration 
had ended. He asked persons to return to the Sunset Strip in two 
weeks* which would be Dec. 24* to again demonstrate and protest 
against conditions now existing there * She loud speaker system was 
dismantled* 

A large number of people continued to stay on Pandora Box property 

after the loud speaker system had been dismantled* Approximately 
14 teenagers climed a large » well lighted bill board which is 
immediately above Pandora 1 s Box. $hey continued singing songs and 
making protests against alleged police practices and police maltreat- 
ment of youth on the Sunset Strip* 2his continued until about 12 p.m. 

About this time a disturbance drew the attention of a large majority 
of persons who were on the lawn at Pandora *s Box. ffhey immediately went 
to the southeast portion to observe activities taking place on 
Crescent Heights Koad. Several persons were given tickets for jay-walking 
and during this time the LAP3) had been checking identifications of 
persons in the area. Several persons were taken into cixstody and 
placed in. a P.D. van. . 

At about 12 $30 5 a large number of people had congregated on the east 
side of Crescent Hgts. Road. Persons were asked to stay off the street 
and to disperse by members of the LAPS using a loud speaker. At this 
time a squad of police officers attempted to disperse the crowd. 
Several were arrested for failing to disperse and allegedly resisting 
arrest* - 

Shortly after this instance, all persons on the Pandora 1 s Box property 
were asked to disperse and cease and desist from loitering. Ihen the 
officers successfully removed all persons from this area and moved them 
northeast across Sunset to the general area of the Standard Station. 
Ihey were then asked to disperse from this area*

"re-taping the Louis Lomax show". 

Letter written by Robert Vaughn's public relations man was 
read, stating that for understandable reasons \ Mr. Vaughn could 
not associate himself with this nor participate. 

A Robert Brack laughingly referred to his people as Colonial 
subjects, not citizens. 

Donald Ereed (spelling may not be correct) introduced as, among 
other things, a candidate for the Board of Education, writer of the 
play "The United States vs the Rosenbergs," took the stand, quoted 
from George Orwell. He spoke of the four powers of men: Political 
(which we do not have enough of), Physical (meaning not only picket- 
lines, lie-ins, and sit-ins, but bey ond 1 these things something more. 
Said that LBJ did not come to work for Brown's re-election and 
"cannot come in 1968" as he knows there will be bodies thrown under 
his car and under Hubert H. Humphrey's car* Spoke of "using bodies 
soon in the ghettos."

At about 3:00P.M„, the meeting was called to order by DON WHITE, 
He introduced the following people to the audience. MIKE HANNON, who has 
red-blond hair, 6 f , 185 lbs., receding hair line and is growing a 
beard* DR. EASON MONROE who is in his 50* s or 60's a male, Cauca- 
sian; FRANK MOSS, who is described as white, male, ^3* 175-180 lbs., 
and Is married, he is a student of law; and AL MITCHELL who i3 the 
owner of the Fifth Estate and was the host of this meeting. DON 
WHITE is described as having red-blond hair, 5'3"j wears glasses. 

The first speaker was DR. EASON MONROE. He explained that there . 
are five Centers established in the L.A. area. There is one in 
Watts at 103rd and Central Ave.; one at Whitter and Vancouver in 
East L.A.,; one in Pacoima at Sepulveda and Brand; and one In ■ 
Venice at Lincoln and California Ave. Now there is to be a Center 
established on the Strip (temporary headquarters mentioned above). 

DR. MONROE stated the purpose of the Centers is to see that 
citizens rights are not violated by the police. That if a citizen 
has a complaint to make, they can do so and prosecute the police 
officer who committed an act of violence and/or unnecessary 
harassment. These Centers have volunteers who will Investigate the 
citizen's complaint. This .in turn will be taken to the ACLU attorneys 
and the. proper attorneys will handle the cases from there. 
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He stated that they have worked very successfully in other areas - 
and that with hard work and patience it will work successfully here 
on the Strip. DON WHITE thanked EH. MONROE and then introduced 
MIKE HANNON. . ... 

MIKE HANNON explained he was an ex-cop and now an attorney. He 
welcomed us to the meeting and cracked a Joke of plain clothes- - 
men in the crowd, he claimed he could usually spot them. He 
explained that the poliee in L.A. are of a special "boxed in class", 
an "elite class." That all one needs to be a police officer in 
L.A. is to have a high school diploma and that the pay of $750 
per month was pretty good for that type of education.. He stated 
that the police are getting paid to serve and protect, not to '' • ■ 
harass and abuse. He sited an example of a man he and one of his » 
ex-partners stopped for a traffic violation. When the man told"- ; 
his "brother cop" that he was getting paid to serve the people'; 
his e ex -partner 's answer was to flip a nickel across the car into 
the man' 3 face and said, "Here," call it even." He stated that L.A';' 
is set up with a Police Commission that is made up of "business- 
tien," that the police are tools of the businessmen. Th© Police , 
Commission, has- a one-day a week job, their function "is to" ■ • 
appropriate, money for the needs of police officers such as guns/ 
cars, etc., not the needs of the people. Citizens need a' place- 
where they can make their complaints heard. But if a citizsn 
wants to complain tje must have money, money to hire an attorney * 
and most people do not have this or he must go through red tape' 
downtown and only end up back where he started from - nowhere.. '* 

MIKE HANNON explained further that citizens need a Police Review 
Board where they can control police conduct and make them part of 
the laymen's group, not the "elite class" with a club. He stated 
that we must make the police realize that they are part of society 
and must understand problems of the laymen, that hopefully with the 
new Police Chief we will rid ourselves of "Parker ' sBlue Fascism." 
These Police Malpractice Centers are the' first step toward that < <' 
goal. ' He said that to establish these centers we need donations 
and worker's time. Donations in the form of money, chairs, file 
cabinets, tgrpewr iters, tables etc., anything of use which could -' 

f-, us ? d \ at the Pollce Malpractice Centers. He said the volunteers*' 
will (1) trace these complaints through and (2) they will be given 
forms to fill out with {complainant-.

WHEELDIN continued to say that 'we have men of experience and 

they will present diverse and different approaches to the solution.' 

He continued to say that we will see 'quality of leadership in 

the Negro leadership, which would spell out the maintainance of 

a Democratic America.' 'All of the participants, said Mr. WHEEIDIN, 

'I have known or worked with.' He thanked Mr. CLEAVER for coming 

from San Francisco to speak in place of the scheduled JAMES H. 

HARGETT. 

"H. HARTFORD BROOKINS was introduced as the first 
speaker by Chairman WHEELD1N as a man who had spoken for U.C.L.A* 
Commencement ceremonies. Mr. WHEELDIN said, 'I remember him in 
major thrusts - such as that following the gunning down of DETWEILER. 

"Paster H. HARTFORD BROOKINS (First A.M.E. Church, Los 
Angeles), who is listed in the program of the evening as 'Chairman 
of the United Civil Rights Committee, Member of the Executive 
Board of the Western Christian Leadership Conference, and affiliate 
of the organization headed by Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 1 The 
brochure also stated that Pastor BROOKINS 'served as Chairman of 
the Campaign Committee that elected Los Angeles 1 first Negro 
Councilman, THOMAS BRADLEY . ! 

If Mr. BROOKINS stated that no single path can guarantee 
freedom, that America won't be free until the Negro is free. He 
stated that America had created the problem which faces itself 
today and only America can solve it. He continued to say: 'I am 
a of moderate persuasion, others would say. ! He developed his 
opinion that no single path can bring about freedom by explaining, 
historically, that we are living In a situation resulting from 
'X members 1 of Negroes having been brought from Africa and used 
for purposes so degrading that the Negro 'was made to conceive of 
himself as being other than a human being.' 

"Mr. BROOKINS continued to say that America had a false 
image of itself. 'The founding fathers thought of themselves as 
supreme beings,' he stated. 'Black people were thought of .as- tools 
to be manipulated for the white race,' he continued. He stated 
that the Negro should begin to use the resources that America uses 
for freedom in Vietnam, to gain freedom here. Mr. BROOKINS state,d 
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"that 'after seeing marches, Black Power, NAACP, all the provisions 
for resources here at home., I am still left dumb -founded that we 
can't achieve freedom . 1 He declared that all this display and 
saying of slogans will be useless, and 'until all white people 
make the committment , we* re beating our heads against a stone wall! 1 
'When you T re talking the subversive way, you're talking Impractical. 
The pioneers of this situation must clean it up* 

"Mr. BROOKINS declared that 'collective freedom 'must be 
the goal; and to achieve it, the Negro must use the boycott , 
demonstrations , etc., which 'give the Negro a sense of being.* 
He must 'use all these resources to lead us out of confusion, 1 
he declared • He continued to maintain T there's a combination of 
solutions. 1 'We're not fair or objective to think all Negroes 
think alike. We can have a STOKELY CARMICHAEL and a MARTIN LUTHER 
KING and still have a unified approach. ? He went on to illustrate 
how the country tolerates a BOBBY KENNEDY and a JOHN KENNEDY as 
well as a GOLDWATER. He said 'We had a PAT BROWN and now a RONNIE 
REAGAN* proving we have all points of view. Thus, he concluded, 
'We must work together for freedom of a total American people.' 

"The next speaker, introduced by Chairman WHEELDIN, was 
ELDRIDGE CLEAVER (sp.?), a very tall, fashionably dressed Negro who 
wears a neatly-trimmed beard. He was introduced a§ being a i^riter 
for Ramparts Magazine, and Chairman of the 'Black House.' 

"Mr. CLEAVER began his discourse by saying that he 
could agree in no way with the picture Mr. BROOKINS painted. He 
said that he wished he 'could feel a response to the pledge to 
the flat, 1 but he could not. (He refused to stand during the pledge) 
(At this point in the program two light -complexioned Negroes walked 
down the aisle of the auditorium and seated themselves in the middle 
of one of the first five rows from the front of the auditorium. They 
carried a stack of papers under their arms and they were dressed in 
what appeared to be Chinese Communist military uniforms, complete 
with cap and red scarf. 

"Mr. CLEAVER continued by saying that it would be good 
if we could say there is a hopeful solution (to the Negro problem), 
but he declared, 'there is madness, and chaos, and there will be 
blood in these streets 1' He declared that people of America blind 
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"themselves to situations existing now by stating; It 'still is 
hell for "black people in America I 1 He continued to say that in 
spite of a long history of protest and struggle in the worlds the 
'imperialist countries continue to control and dominate, 1 

"'We have a free China with the bomb, 1 he said, 'and 
we live in a world where people in Africa and Asia are fighting 
to get foreign domination off their b«acks. 1 He recalled that in 
195^ school desegregation legislation was passed; in 1956 Ghana 
became a free country; a 'whole group of black countries are 
coming free*' 'Black men are in power} ' he exclaimed. (The 
two uniformed men called out 'You tell 'em, brother, 1 and several 
other Negro men exclaimed during this talk) 'We are seeing the 
Viet Cong taking up guns, fighting the people of America.' People 
are thinking of something! 1 ('Right 1 .' exclaimed a Negro from a 
long line of young men who filed into the auditorium and sat in 
a row together, after the meeting had begun). 

"'Power - we need power! We must have black power!' 
exclaimed CLEAVER. He continued, in a raised voice, to say that 
the reason this country has reacted so violently to black .power 
is that 'whites have never associated authority and power with 
black! 1 He went on to say that 'we've been oppressed because of 
color of skin. Black people are still identifiable because of 
black skin.' He contended that 'POWELL achieved the chairmanship 
of a committee^ so he was stripped of it - because he had power!' - , 
He continued by saying that the strongest of black politicians are 
at the mercy of the power structure. 

"Mr. CLEAVER stated that he had been travelling among 
young people , who are not like the older ones, who get tired and 
complacent with age. He said the young people look at life differently 
from the older generation, such as the 'Uncle Toms ; 1 that the 
younger generation have had the 'National Guardsmen putting them 
down, and they hold the President and public officials in contempt.' 
He declared that an example of the activity pursued by the young 
people occurred recently in Northern California v/hen members of 
the Black Panther Party in Oakland went into Contra Costa County 
to see about police brutality, because 'a deputy sheriff had murdered 
a black boy.' He said they confronted the police with guns Instead 
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"of just talking to them. He stated 'Yesterday we went to 
Contra Costa County and the fellows brought ' pistols and carbines 
with them. 1 (Later in the program he added that some white 
activitists from the Berkeley campus, who know where the action 
is j went along., too.) 

"Mr. CLEAVER declared that there is no law by which 
the people who are oppressing the black people can be brought 
to justice. He stated that TOM JEFFERSON and GEORGE WASHINGTON 
had slaves, and while 'they said beautiful things, they were' "doing 
foul things. ' (Voices shouted approval from the audience) • 
CLEAVER said ' people today are promising us things, but at the same 
time they are doing the same things 1 their ancestors were. Mr. 
CLEAVER declared, 'people in responsible positions in the black 
community are actually dealing in treason when they say everything 
will work out G,K.! 'He continued, 'We must organize our own 
political, social, and economic organizations. People with power 
will keep black people down so they can exploit them I People 
couldn't give a damn! We have to look in the direction of MALCOLM X 
before he was murdered. He looked abroad for alliances, so he 
could bring power to the black people. 1 He, continued by saying, 
* MALCOLM advocated self-defense. When black people defend them- 
selves, it causes a crisis! We have been oppressed - we're the 
victims of aggression by the white people of this country I ' In 
firm, loud voice Mr. CLEAVER vowed, ! We prayed, we begged; so 
today we're through begging - we* re organizing and we 1 re going 
into the tool box of revolutions ! ' He continued by stating, 'we'd 

rather be dead and we're ready to kill! This is how the people,, 

are feeling today I They're eager to take the life of anyone who 
would oppress them! ' 

"As Chairman of the Black House, Mr. CLEAVER said he 
was 'ready to draft people from the 'Black House' to fight fight here-- 
not to defend degenerate racists in Vietnam! ' He concluded by 
stating, 'A lot of people are in for a surprise. We're in the middle 
of chaos right- now and don't recognize it! r 

■ "Chairman WHEELDIN commented, 'That should make for a 
rich and. lively discussion.' He introduced WILLIAM C- TAYLOR with 
great difficulty, after losing more than ten minutes trying to quiet 
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"the two uniformed men, who appeared to protest the participation 
of WILLIAM TAYLOR on the program . No sooner had Mr. WHEELDIN 
stated that WM. TAYLOR is a member of the National Committee of 
the Communist Party than the most raciferous of the two men (who 
did not identify themselves , nor were they identified) called out 
to the stage, ? No Communist! A class traitor!* He yelled that 
TAYLOR should not speak. Several men from the side and back of 
the auditorium rushed into the row of seats to attempt to remove 
the two agitators . They resisted, and someone yelled *Why don't 
you get the cops?* Five Negro youths quietly filed out of their 
seats at the front, side of the auditorium, walked to the back of 
the hall, and then down where the two uniformed men were wrestling 
and shouting, but did not enter into the fracas. Women began to 
shout and Chairman WHEELDIN called for quiet, but to no avail. 
Finally the uniformed man came to the orchestra pit and yelled at 
Mr. WHEELDIN. With that, Mr. WHEELDIN shook his finger and 
yelled ? I ? 11 see ya outside, baby— personally! 1 Mr. WHEELDIN 
marched off the stage and was shortly restrained by several of 
the DU officials as he came head on with the uniformed agitator. 
The audience started yelling to the men to get out, and about 
twelve men and one woman crowded around as f irgt one man and then 
another, coattails flying, wrestled and tried to oust the agitators. 
On stage, JAMAL and Mr. CLEAVER sat emotionless, while Mr. HAMMER 
appeared quite disturbed and left the stage several times . At the 
height of the commotion, most of the audience jumped up and turned 
toward the back of the auditorium as the group pushed the uniformed 
men out into the foyer. It was at this time that FRANK WILKINSON 
was recognized in the audience, accompanied by a young girl with 
long, blond hair. 

"Finally, Mr. WHEELDIN completed his introduction of 
WILLIAM TAYLOR, stating that he had known him for thirty years. 

"Mr. TAYLOR commented on the skirmish just over by 
saying that there are two groups who try to prevent him from 
speaking: one, J. EDGAR HOOVER and the C.IJUj and. two, ' known 
disrupters.' He said he had to cope with this same situation at 
the grassroots conference the last time. He said, ! They are lackeys 
of the imperialists . We should not be fooled by the uniforms they 
have on 1 1 
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"Mr. TAYLOR read his speech from a prepared script, 
which was quite theoretical, and the audience appeared to re- 
flect disinterest. 

"Mr. TAYLOR stated that victory for the Negro lies 
with an alliance with the working class. 'A Negro - labor 
alliance is needed for victory, 1 he declared. 'If we are to achieve 
peace, the alliance with the Negro must be! 1 He said that the 
'fight for unity demands a struggle against the racist. 1 He said, 
'Racist poison has penetrated all.' He continued to say that in 
the thirties, white Communists stood alone to fight racist forces, 
but today there are 'forces in the white church, student groups — 
all religions are against racism. 1 But, he said, many Negro forces 
are disillusioned with white support. They 'encounter white 
chauvanism among those who join the struggle and attempt to 
dominate the movement.' 'Here is where the white Communist must 
dominate and lead, stated TAYLOR. 

"Mr. TAYLOR, speaking of the deaths of 'civil rights 
workers' in the South, said, 'the heroism of the Negro people, 
and the helping hand of liberals put to shame the vicious killers 
of the South.' He continued to say that those must be remembered 
who died in the struggle and also those students who gave up 
promising careers for it, as well as those who made financial, 
legal, and cultural contributions to the Negro. He reminded the . 
audience that countries in Africa had cast off the imperialists, 
which have helped the American Negro in his struggle. 

"Mr. TAYLOR stated that 'the enemy has attempted to stop 
the movement by mass scale red-baiting' but the new movement was 
educated to counteract with well-hewed slogans such as 'power 
structure' and 'establishment.' Pressures aimed at the economic 
bases of this society have affected changes, as are seen at 
Birmingham, he said, where pressures forced the power structure out 
in the open. Then came the recognition 'to develop new tools of 
the 'sixties' -- to carry the struggle to the cities of the North. 1 
'The struggle must be carried to the seats of power, '• he stated. 

"Mr. TAYLOR used Los Angeles as an example of carrying 
the struggle to the cities, and noted the combined efforts of the 
following groups, whom he said warned the Los Angeles area of 
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" ' dangers ahead. ' They were: The Committee for Representative 
Gov't., CORE, 'Leadership Conference, 1 A.C.L.U., CD.C, Unitarian 
Church, and the Mexican-American organizations. But, he said, 
! the people of L.A. furthered enmity. 1 He continued to say, 
' PARKER, the racist, with Mayor YORTY, refused to listen to 
warnings. The power structure failed to heed the warning. Police 
brutality intensified, and Watts exploded. PARKER and YORTY 
called it a 'riot. 1 I say it was an upsurge — a rebellion. 
The police department slaughtered thirty-four people . ' 

"After kangaroo courts were held, the MC CONE 
Commission, TAYLOR stated, 1 white-washed the police and spent 
a fortune laboring to bring forth not even a mouse. 1 

"Mr. TAYLOR stated, T Black power has been a slogan 
looking for a program. We Communists have a black power. We 
do not join with those who misuse the slogan. 1 Mr. TAYLOR 
continued by saying, 'the Communist Party always called for 
the right of the Negro people to control their own destinies.' 
He professed that Negroes and whites need jointly to assert power, 
and should exist on alliances based on equal rights. 'Full 
power,' said TAYLOR, 'can be gained only in a socialist society.' 
1 JAMES JACKSON, 1 says Mr. TAYLOR, 'says we fully support the 
Negro people in their struggle. The frrdom movement needs to 
accumulate power necessary to win over the broad power of the white 
people. There needs to be established a fighting partnership — 
the Negro freedom movement and the peace movement must join hands.' 
'The struggle of the Negro people is a specialized part of the class 
struggle, 1 said TAYLOR. 'We must give moral support to the Negro 
struggle, 'declared TAYLOR. 

"Mr. TAYLOR continued to say, 'A future without real 
freedom of the Negro can mean further oppression for all.' Mr. 
TAYLOR stated that unprincipaled attacks have been made on Dr. 
KING by persons whose allegiance to the establishment has been 
held above their allegiance to their own people. He went on to 
say that 'ministers in Chicago, I'm glad to say, don't represent 
the tremendous number of ministers who are in the fight. 'He con- 
cluded by saying that 'Unity will strengthen our movement in the 
coming period. ' 
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"Following Mr. TAYLOR ' s talk, Chairman WHEELDIN ex-

"About Watts, JAMAL said, 'In Watts police officers 
kicked doors in; we have no rights that the white people have 
to respect.' He continued, 'Black people have to owe no allegiance

"JAMAL went into a snappy Jargon with staccato words : 
'Revolution — it's here!. The 'crackers' don't know it; Uncle 
Tom knows it. Smile I We call you 'brother.' The word 'Black 
Nationalist' is too small- -it doesn't include fifty million 
Chinese! Brothers, Nationalists, history is written in white 
colonial blood! All of us don't love MAO; all of us don't love 
CASTRO; all don't love WILLIAMS, but we all know who our enemy 
is! The 'cracker's' always cracking the whip over some black 
man's head! l He continued to say, 'The white people unified by 
keeping us down. If it's freedom you want, that takes dying and 
killing. When it's time for revolution, everything white goes; 
anything white goes! I'm not playing with you! The reason we 
don't have freedom is we attack the by-product - we never attack 
the white man. If we do what MALCOLM said, use the same method- 
CASTRO had the same problem; he solved it. MAO had the same 
problem; he cured it ! ' 

M JAMAL continued, 'MALCOLM believes in death before 
dishonor. H. L.. HUNT - I was with MALCOLM before he died. He 
mentioned H. L. HUNT. MALCOLM chose death before dishonor,' 
(He pointed to a young Negro man in the audience, one of several 
who had been calling out approval at JAMAL' s statements) JAMAL 
continued, 'If KENNY dies . in a fight, — may the peace of brotherly 
love smile on you and give you peace! ' 

"Following JAMAL 's talk, at 10:35 PM the question and 
answer period followed: 

"JAMAL asked TAYLOR: 'What makes you think politics 
is the answer?' 

"TAYLOR: 'Politics helps to gain power. 

"Politics is an expression of power.' 
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JAMALs ! Do you believe, like MAO* that political 
power only comes out of the barrel of a gun?' 
(Here the written question from the audience 
had been readied) 

"Questions To Mr. CLEAVER, how do you propose to 
establish black power? 

"Mr. CLEAVER t ? By forming an organization that through 
strategy we can control and then demand what we 
have coming. We won't stop at anything - it re- 
quires chaos 1 ? 

"Questions To Mr. CLEAVER 5 can you accept white 
revolutionaries?' 

"Mr. CLEAVERS «We have to have specific alliances 
with specific persons. We make distinctions 
between friend and enemy. MALCOLM X would 
accept a white person., a Chinese <, a Vietnamese. 
By his actions he shows what he is . 5
